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MONITOR WRITER QUESTIONS 
SOLDIERS ON JEWISH STATE

BOSTON — Praising Jewish 
achievements in Palestine, espe- 
cially in the Plain of Sharon, 
Joseph G. Harrison, correspond- 
ent of the Christian Science 
Monitor with the United Nations 
Forces in the Middle East, in a 
cable from Tel Aviv this week 
says that “no fair-minded person 
passing through here would ever 
again assert that the Jews are 
by nature city dwellers, and in- 
capable of tilling the soil success- 


fully.” 


“I have made it a point,” Mr. 
Harrison cables, “to question a 
number of British and American 
soldiers here on leave regarding 
their attitude and opinion on the 
Arab-Jewish question and I have 
discovered a strong general feel- 
ing of admiration for Jewish ac- 
complishments in Palestine. This 
feeling of friendliness toward the 
Jewish cause is strongly reinforc- 
ed by the reception which the 
troops have received in this all- 
Jewish city and which is in strong 
contrast to the feeling of many 
men that the Arabs are unfriend- 
ly and only interested in charg- 
ing the highest possible prices. 


“Numerous soldiers and offi- 
cers, while admitting the justice 
of Arab contentions, expressed 
the belief, ‘Palestine should be 
given to the Jews,’ or ‘the Jews 
should be allowed to come here 
as much as they want’,” Mr. Har- 
rison continues. “Although such 
opinions may not be derived 
from the deep study of the Pal- 
estinian problem it is not im- 
possible that they will have an 
important effect when the time 
comes to make a final settlement 
of the Holy Land question after 
the war. 


“Furthermore a walk down Tel 
Aviv streets is enough to con- 
vince any person who makes even 
a pretense at character reading 
that it is extremely unlikely that 
the Jews will ever accept any 
solution of the Palestine -prob- 
lem which they feel betrays 
their interpretation of the Balfour 
Declaration promising them a na- 
tional home here. This doesn’t 
mean that a solution is impos- 
sible, but it does mean that Pal- 
estine remains today 8ne of the 
thorniest problems facing Britain 
and the Allies,” the cable con- 
cludes.

Nazi Persecution Again

ZURICH—A strong denunci- 
ation of anti-Jewish persecu- 
tion and of the racial laws 
passed by Nazi and Nazi-domi- 
nated nations was voiced this 
week by the Vatican radio in a 
broadcast to the people of 
France. 

The broadcast, as heard here, 
warned that “he who makes a 
distinction between Jews and 
other men is unfaithful to God 
and is in conflict with God's 
commands. As long as men 
make differences in the treat- 
ment of members of the human 
family, the peace of the world, 
order and justice will be at 
stake.” Last week the Vatican 
radio broadcast the complete 
text of a statement by the Ger- 
man Catholic bishops of Slo- 
vakia protesting against the an- 
ti-Jewish measures in their 
country.

John Rankin (D.- 
Miss.) speaking on the floor of 
Congress, opposed the passing of 
a bill permitting the naturaliza- 
tion of certain categories of per- 
sons whose sons or daughters 
served in the armed forces of the 
United States. 


Rep. Eugene Cox (D.-Ga.) who 
introduced the bill, explained 
that the main purpose was to 
waive the filing of the declaration 
of tntentions to become a citizen, 
in those instances. Rep. Forest 
A. Harness (R.-Ind.) stated that 
“America has profited richly 
through its acquisitions of peo- 
ples of foreign stock.” 


Rep. Samuel Dickstein (D.-N.

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REFORM RABBIS ASK 
ANTI-ZIONIST GROUP TO DISBAND 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

NEW YORK—Declaring that it sees no “essential incompatabil- 
ity” between Reform Judaism and Zionism, the 54th annual con- 
yention of the Central Conference of American Rabbis urged dissolu- 
tion of the American Council for Judaism, an organization formed 
last year by some members of the Conference for the purpose of com- 
patting political Zionism. 

In one resolution, the rabbis reiterated the Conference’s deter- 
mination not to take an official stand on Zionism, but emphasized 
that there is “no reason why those of its members who give allegiance 
to Zionism should not have the right to regard themselves as fully 
within the spirit and purpose of Reform Judaism.” 

In another resolution, aimed specifically at the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism, the delegates, although maintaining that members 
of the Conference “were fully within their rights in espousing what 
ever philosophy of Jewish life they accept,” declared that the Coun- 
cil for Judaism has endangered the unity of the Conference. Zionists 
‘and other groups interested in having Palestine opened to large scale 
immigration required by the situation of European Jewry “could 
not avoid judging” the Council as an example of “what they had 
come to consider the constant opposition of Reform Judaism to 
Zionist aspirations,” the resolution further pointed out. It, there- 
fore, urged the Council to dissolve. 

Dr. Samuel Goldenson submitted a minority report protesting 
adoption of the resolution. “If the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis should decide to require the members of the American Coun- 
cil to disband their organization, they will be denying them the free- 
dom upon which rests all of our democratic institutions, and without 
which no democracy in any of its forms or phases can exist,” the re- 
port said. 

In a final resolution adopted at the concluding session, the Con- 
ference expressed deep concern at the passage by Congress of the 
Connally-Smith Bill, which, it said, “may jeopardize the orderly 
democratic procedures which alone muSt be depended upon to adjust 
our difficult economic relationships.” 

Dr. Solomon B. Freehof and Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver were 
elected president and vice-president, respectively, for the coming 
year.

The Editor’s Chair, 

I guess I am nothing but an 
old reactionary. I can’t see the 
reason for the Russian Jewish 
delegation which is now in the 
United States as an emfssary 
from the Soviet Jewry to the 
Jewish community of the United 
States. Of course I can recall 
when English Jewish leaders 
have come to this country, and 
in fact to be specific I remem- 
ber Lord and Lady Morly com- 
ing here to help the ORT, in 
which they were vitally interest- 
ed. But why a Russian Jewish 
delegation? Zionists have been 
seeking: Russia’s favor because 
they realize the vast important 
position Russia will play in post- 
war, planning and especially in 
relation to decisions on Pales- 
tine, but even so, what good can 
be expected of this tour, unless 
it is to fool the U. S. S. R. 

Now if the announced purpose 
were to pep up the Russian War 
Relief among the Jews of the 
United States, I could perhaps 
see the point, although I might 
think it silly. But such isn’t the 
anounced purpose, and the only 
printed reason I have read about 
the trip is to cement the relation- 
ship between the Jews of the 
United States and the Jews of 
Russia. That might be all right 
but then the question arises im- 
mediately, what Jews of Russia 
As far as we know there is no 
religious community of Jews in 
the Soviet—a racial grouping of 
Jews yes, but unless the USSR 
turns around in its stand on re- 
ligion, and the two emissaries 
would be in no position to know 
that or to speak on it officially, 
then where are we? 

I believe it can be said that 
most Jews are solidly behind 
Russia, and understand more 
than can be articulated here the 
splendid stand of the Soviet 
against the Nazi hordes. There 
could be some wealthy Jews, 
that might still be on the side 
of the Isolationists, and secretly

A good Jewish 
newspaper, as Rabbi J. Marshall Taxay, points 
out in his message, is a social force, not unlike 
the synagogue, and because often its readers 
outnumber the membership of a score of syna- 
gogues, its power is certainly not less than that 
of many ofthe social institutions in our com- 
munity like the Federation or the Jewish Com- 
munity Center Association, or the B’nai B’rith. 
A newspaper, like all animal life, seems to 
take on the coloration of the people it serves, 
and vice versa, the people served seem to be 
affected to a considerable’ extent by the paper 
they read. The Jewish community of Indiana 


would in the words of the popular song do as 
a model for U. S. Jewry until the real model 
came along. In B’nai B’rith work, in Zionism, 
in congregational leadership, in women’s or- 
ganizations, and of course in philanthropy, Indi- 
ana Jewry has earned the respect of the Jewish 
community of the nation. 

What this editorial is saying is that Indiana 
offers probably the most fertile ground of the 
entire nation for a good Anglo-Jewish news- 
paper. 

The Post has always held to the theory that 
if made interesting enough readers will want to 
subscribe to it. A good many Anglo-Jewish 
papers insist that the Jews in their community 
MUST subscribe to their publication. This is 
silly balderdash, and only makes these papers 
ridiculous. A Jew should and must belong to 
a congregation, and should and must give 
charity, but he loses very little when he does 
not subscribe to his Anglo-Jewish paper when 
that publication is edited on the theory that 
its readers owe it anything in the form of a 
compulsion because they are Jewish. 


The Rabbinical Council Question Again 


N CONNECTION with The Campaign of The 
Post for a State and City Rabbinical Council, 
organizations which have proved invaluable in 
many another community and state, The Post 
is reprinting a short item entitled, “Circuit- 
Rider, New Style”, by Rabbi Herman E. Sny- 
der, of Springfield, Ill., in the current issue of 
“The Synagogue”. 

A family in Taylorville was contacted 
and urged to invite the other families to 
ameeting at which I would be present. 
There was some reluctance. After all, it 
had not been done before. A few attend- 
ed, and amidst some misgivings it was 
decided to attempt the project. The proj- 
ect has been very successful. The re- 
sponse has been very enthusiastic. There 
are two sections: children and adults. We 
meet bi-weekly on Mondays. There are 
seven children who meet with Miss Helen 
Broverman, who is a local high school 
teacher, after school, and on my visits 
to Taylorville I meet with this group, 
too. The children are of various ages: 
from five to fourteen. Most ef them had 
no previous Jewish training, and several 
of them are most familiar with foster- 
father Joseph and his son Jesus. 

The adult attendance has varied be- 
tween twenty-one and thirty odd. They 
were previously unaware of their own 
numbers. The group has contributed to 
the creation of social life and contacts 
between coreligionists who were unaware 
of each other even in that small commu- 
nity. We meet at 7:45 p. m. and adjourn 
at 10:00. Some, if not most, had had no 
previous Jewish education. A few were 
Gentiles who had married Jews and are 
anxious to know the facts about Jews and 
Judaism. 

Our program: (1) About ten minutes 
for prayer. (2) A discussion of the weekly 
Sedra; we expect to cover the first five 
books of the Bible this year. (3) A sur- 
vey of Jewish history. (4) Current Jew- 
ish events. (5) A presentation of Juda- 
ism. Questions and discussion are always 
welcome. The response continues to be 
very satisfactory, and there is definite 
promise of having an educated laity with 
Jewish religious convictions in this hith- 
erto neglected area. 

In and around Indianapolis, just from mem- 
ory, there are these communities not now 


served by any rabbi: Anderson, Connersville, 
New Castle, Shelbyville, Columbus, Craw- 
fordsville and Richmond. In all except one, 
there must be close to fifty Jewish souls. These 
families, except for an occasional holiday at- 
tendance at services here, have practically no 
religious Jewish contact. In Anderson, the 
community is large enough to set itself up on 
a basis similar to Kokomo, Muncie and Marion, 
where a congregation has been organized, a 
Temple built, and regular services are con- 
ducted every other week by student rabbis 
from Cincinnati. 

What the situation is in other parts of the 
State, the Post cannot say, but if six rabbis in 
Indianapolis have not organized to serve the 
surrounding territories, then one and two 
rabbis here and there throughout the state cer- 
tainly cannot be expected to do the job in their 
district by themselves. Michigan, with a prob- 
lem similar to that of Indiana, solved it through 
its State Rabbinical Conference by employing 
a full time “circuit-rider” rabbi. 

Who is there to say that this problem is 
other than that of the rabbi’s. Yet the one ob- 
jection to the formation of a rabbinical group 
has been that the need is not there, although 
The Post has continued to pound away at the 
thesis that the rabbis find their domain contin- 
ually attacked and stretches whacked off from 
time to time, and unless organized to do a mili- 
tant job will find lay Jewish organizations 
usurping more and more of their duties and 
privileges. 

For instance the problems of the unaffiliated. 
Whatever the percentage in Indianapolis, fifty 
or twenty-five per cent, or more or less, there 
is no question but that there is a great body of 
unaffiliated Jews in Indianapolis especially 
among the younger married couples. Some con- 
certed drive, with all the congregations pooling 
their efforts, so that a list of all members in all 
the city’s synagogues could be computed, and 
a factual record of the unaffiliated furnished 
every congregation could be the start of a con- 
certed city-wide drive to register these in some 
synagogue. B’nai B'rith, the Zionists, Hadassah 
or Council, continually conduct membership 
drives, yet the basis of all Jewish life do very 
little in this line. 

Then how about attendance? 

And so forth and so on. If one or two rabbis 
will only take the lead and consult among their 
colleagues in connection with the projected 
council, certainly one will be organized.

Dick’s attitude on this struck me’ 
as being just like him, and cer- 
tainly fairminded and_ under- 
standing, and will certainly ease 
the problem of the nominating 
committee of the Association.

ON PEACE FEELERS 
IN GENERAL 


By DOROTHY THOMPSON

ROM THE BEGINNING Hitler hoped to win this war largely by 

diplomatic means. His strategy was t6 achieve critical positions— 
Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, and, possibly Poland, by diplomacy, fol- 
low these diplomatic gains by short blitzes, then return to diplomacy, 
and thus resolve the war that way. 

Thus, before the attack on Poland, he offered the pact to Russia; 
after the fall of Poland he offered peace to France and Britain; after 
the successful blitz against the Low Countries and France, he offered 
peace to Britain. Before the campaign against Russia, he offered an 
alliance to Britain, after an outright alliance had been refused by 
Russia. 

Machiavelli remarks that all despots maintain their power by 
the same means through which they achieve it. Hitler conquered 
Germany itself by a combination of force and internal diplomacy. 
Like most politicians, and like all paranoiacs, he hopes continually 
to repeat a successful pattern. 

No matter what the fortunes of the Third Reich were, Hitler 
would nevertheless attempt the diplomatic method of achieving his 
aims. But since his fortunes are low, his efforts are desperate. And 
it is significant that he is no longer trying to deal directly, but in- 
directly, through his satellites. 


* * * 


HITLER HAS PASSED the climax of his power. He has won 
everything he possibly could win, and if he could hold it, would 
emerge as the greatest conqueror since Alexander. Ten years from 
now his German Empire—if he could get a negotiated peace leaving 
him all or most of what he has—would be the greatest power on 
earth, and invincible. 

“Leaving him all” by no means depends upon incorporation of 
the territories he occupies into the German Reich. Puppet and satel- 
lite governments would be as useful for his purposes. All he needs 


; jis a European system dominated by a German central power, plus 
‘the dissolution of the present Grand Alliance between the Anglo- 


American countries and the Soviet Union. 

Now, putting oneself for a moment, into the mind of Hitler, how 
does he think he can achieve this? 

He had hoped to achieve it by knocking out the Russian armies. 


- Now he knows he is not going to succeed in this. His agents are even 


admitting it openly. A principle of German propaganda has been, 
in the past, never to admit any weakness. So, if they themselves 
admit that it is impossible to defeat Russia, it is not because of love 
of truth, but because Hitler is playing a diplomatic game. 

* * * 

HITLER’S GAMES are never played openly. One always has 
to ask oneself why he is doing what he is, since the obvious answer 
is seldom the right one. 

The statement that the German armies are unable to defeat the 
Russian armies could have two political objectives: to come to peace 
terms with the Russians, or, to appeal to the west for salvation from 
the Russians. Either is a threat to the Anglo-American alliance with 
Russia. 

He pursues his attempt to drive a rift in subtle ways. First, he 
announces that he has been negotiating with the Russians—not open- 
ly, but in such a manner that he can repudiate it if desirable. 

Then, he pushes into the foreground those of his satellites whom 
the world regards as pitiable victims. Rumania lets it be known that 
she desires to get out of the war. Undoubtedly Rumania does, but 
it also serves Hitler’s purposes at this moment. The military con- 
sequences of such a step would be negligible for the Germans. The 
Rumanian military strength has been pulverized in two years of war 
in Russia. Whether Rumania would be able to withdraw from Rus- 
sia the remnants of its divisions is doubtful. There would be advan- 
tages for Germany were Rumania to be safe from invasion and 
bombing. It is the source of much of Hitler’s oil. 

* a « 

IN A POLITICAL sense Rumania would be Nazi-occupied terri- 
tory in any case. German influence is strong enough to overthrow 
any government that it chooses and recognizes another one. It is 
impossible to “liberate” Rumania before the German armies are 
defeated. 

But, in the diplomatic field, the negotiations are advantageous 
for Germany. Hitler was delighted to instigate a quarrel between 
Poland and the Soviet Union, over the question of the future border 
line and the treatment of Polish officers in Russia. 

Now, he hopes to make another dispute, over the question of 
Russia. If the western powers should accept any Rumanian offers 
without having previously reached an absolute agreement with 
Russia there again would be a rift. 

And, if we begin to negotiate with Fascist and collaborationist 
governments, we soften up the resolution not to negotiate with 
Hitler himself or some representative of Hitle:. 

* ¥ * 

WE CAN COUNT on being in, for months, for this kind of politi- 
cal warfare, There are questions that must always be asked when 
Peace feelers are put out. Do they emanate from really independent 
B0vernments? 

And—is there absolute agreement between ourselves and Russia? 

Let us be cautious lest we be seduced by what is, apparently, a 
diplomatic success for ourselves. Hitler’s peace offers, direct or

believe that Communism will re- 
place Nazism as the foe of other 
Allied Nations, but these Jews 
almost invariably believe that 
Jews are a religious community, 
and not a racial group or a 
people, so that the visit of the 
two. Russian Jewish leaders, and 
their speeches along the line that 
Jews of the world must be united 
to destroy Hitlerism, would only 
aggravate this group, instead of 

placating them.

guided USSR Jews into believ- 
ing that this trip is sound and 
logical and necessary, all of 
which it definitely is not.

I have a letter from Chaplain 
Sydney K. Mossman, whom you 
all know by his writings from 
time to time in The Post as Rabbi 
Mossman of Hammond, Ind. Al- 
though a personal letter, it is full 
of interesting items and I’m sure 
Chaplain Mossman won’t object 
to my reprinting it, so here it is: 

“ * s 
Dear Gabe, 

Just think, seven weeks ago I 
was a civilian, and now I am a 
soldier. The metamorphosis has 
been remarkable. I walk, talk, 
and even think like a soldier. In 
fact (and I am ashamed of it) 
whenever I am with civilians I 
feel a little out of place. If ever 
in my life I felt that I was of 
service it is now. When on the 
first night (it was Shevuos) the 
men met me at services it was 
actually thrilling to have them 
come up and crowd around me 
and exclaim “at last we have a 
Jewish chaplain.” Of course we 
have problems in getting them to 
services, but how different are 
the problems. I faintly remember 
how in civilian life the excuses 
ran all the way from company 
to other engagements. Here the 
reason is “inspection” and believe 
me to anyone who knows a sol- 
dier’s life there could never be a 
more valid reason. And yet des- 
pite the fact that they scrub bar- 
racks and polish shoes and rifles 
on Friday night still these men 
come to the services. 

As for induction well to put it 
mildly it was and is quite stren- 
uous. I am assigned to a fighting 
outfit. The 78th is a battle unit 
and everyone is expected to be 
in shape for the works. So I train 
just as do the soldiers. I take ex- 
ercises every day, I hike once 
a week regularly, I get up early 
every morning and in general I 
am one of the men. It’s a grand 
feeling to know that when the 
men come in to see me with their 
troubles that I am going through 
the same’ things that they are 
going through. 

How is the Post getting along? 
Since I miss it how about putting 
me on your soldier’s mailing list. 
There are moments when I do 
have faint recollections of having 
once been a civilian rabbi and 
having written editorials. Of 
course now that Iam a Harvard 
graduate I feel qualified to write 
even for the New York Times. 

Well give my regards to 
the rabbis whom I know. Tell 


them that it sure is a grand feel- 
ing being here and that I wouldn’t 
change with any of them despite 
all the work and sacrifice. How 
about a letter?

into the world, loving and trying: 


to practice in a secular form that 
social justice whose heart is the 
Jewish love of one’s brother in 
God. It is true that the average 
unbelieving Jew brings into the 
Gentile world more than an aver- 
age devotion to truth and charity. 
And the world benefits by this; 
but not the body of Israel. The 
creative cycle is broken; the seed 
is scattered. 

In the terms of that immediate 
Vision of God, whereby the Jews 
have lived, the loss is even great- 
er. There are good Priests in 
Israel today, and I say nothing 
against them; indeed, I pray 
them to accept the humility in 
which I speak of Jewish matters. 
But in all previous times, these 
pastors have performed their 





Jewish duties, guided and nur- 
tured by wise and holy men — 
by the seers and knowers who 
were not remote from their Jew- 
ish communes; who translated the 
word of God into the daily act, 
the daily bread of their humble 
brothers; who solved the homely 
problems of men and women in 
the light of an eternal Vision, be- 
cause they were as close to the 
problems as they were to the 
Vision. Of such immediate rela- 
tions were born the Talmud, the 
Rabbinic Responsa; and by means 
of them, Israel not alone sur- 
vived; he reached his greatest 
cultural heights. I, for one, am 
convinced that medieval Europe 
marked in some ways the high- 
est glory of Israel. There were

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the communities, each one osten. 
sibly a little island in the storm- 
ing Gentile sea; but truly these 
“islands” were joined together 
and were organically knit with 
the Christian world. Perhaps 
they were despised, persecuted, 
subject to periodic pogrems; the 
integral connection between the 
Jewries and the outer world, as 
between the Jewish community 
and the men who represented 
Israel’s highest creative power, 
was unbroken. 

Let us examine this historic 
health; to understand it will at 
once shed light on the present 
disease of Judaism; on the sinis- 
ter truth that today what is cre- 
ative and inspired in Israel has 
the fata! tendency to abandon 
Jewish forms and Jewish life; 
leaving the community like a 
prostrate body without eves and 
mind, at the tragic hour when

the sheer need of self-preserva- 
tion cries for the vision and for 
quick deep thinking. 

The survival of the Jews in 
Christian Europe was no miracle; 
the miracle (if any) was the mar- 
velous equipment of the Jews for 
survival. Every Jew was scme 
kind of producer either for Jewry 
or for the world. Even the hated 
money-lender provided the iso- 
lated economics of Europe ,with 
the beginnings of exchange and 
integration which were to even- 
tuate in the modern industrial 
system. The Jews were on the 
side of progress in strictly socio- 
economic terms. The revolution- 
ary class was the burghers; and 
these were the Jews’ natural 
allies. 

In the fields of ideas, science, 
religion, the Jews also were of 
the vanguard. Gabirol, Maimon- 
ides, Crescas nourished Europe, 





but wrote for his own people. 





The Jewish cartographers and 
financiers served in the same act 
their own Jewish interests, their 
Princes and the world’s future. 
It has, I believe, been definitely 
established by the unbiased 
Spanish historian, Salvador de 
Madariaga, that Columbus was 
the grandson of Catalan Jews; 
but even if this were not so, his 
work was made possible by the 
previous collaboration of Jewish 
navigators, Jewish men of science 
—and by the direct inspiration of 
Isaiah. There was organic con- 
tinuity and integration between 
the highest forces of Israel, the 
common life of the Jews and 
the progressive direction of the 
world. This relation not alone 
justified the Jews; it made them 
live, and it provided the socio- 
intellectual rationale of their 
survival. 
Traditional Jewish Commune 
Within the Jewish commune 





itself, the head and the heart 
ruled: I mean, the rabbis, the 
scholars, the good men, the in- 
spired men. In the Gentile 
world, where the problem of 
survival was less acute, this was 
not the case: a dualism reigned 
that gave the leadership to brawn 
and belly (soldiers and landlords, 
later, demagogues and million- 
aires) irrespective of moral em- 
inence. The Christian world too, 
had its “head and heart”: its 
wise men, and its seers; they did 
not rule even by indirection. It 
is not clearly seen, even today, 
that the 613 commandments were 
a methodology for living: an ac- 
tual means for bringing God into 
the texture of daily Jewish prac- 
tice not alone by precept, but 
by the assimilation of the Jews’ 
creative genius. The singer 
could fuse the music. welling 
from his heart into the synagog- 


ual service; the young poet’s pas- 
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sion could accompany the 
cestral Psalmist and Py 
The wise man found no Problem 
high or low which his commun. | 
ity did not invite him to solve: 
whether it was some technica} 
ity of commerce, some subtle 
marital conflict, or the transcen 
dent mystery of God in the daily 
life of Jewry. 

Without the inward integra. 
tion of forces, there could haye 
been in continuity from Jewry 
to Christendom and Islam, A 
self-stultified Israel could scaree. 
ly have survived in the hostile 
world; it was only because the 
truth was clearly expressed with. 
in Jewish life that Christian ang 
Moslem were compelled again 
and again to recognize and deal 
with Israel. It -was the Jews 
devotion to God that made vis. 
ible to the Gentile, despite the 
virulent Jew-baiting, that one 
God was immanent upon the 
world, that a kindred ideal of 
service to the transcendent mean- 
ings of lifé allied all the peoples, 
Jews’ Belonged to the World 

I repeat: the Jews got along in 
the world, because they proved 
that they belonged in the world, 
The nucleus of this evidence was 
the Jewish commune. From 
humblest servant to most inspir- 
ed religious genius, the Jews be- 
longed together because they 
worked, loved, dreamed together. 
Ard they survived in the Gen- 
tile world because (both as fac. 
tors in a loose economic system 
and as witnesses of the Truth) 
they belonged in it; and because 
despite every discord, they shar- 
ed the values of the best and 
strongest of their brothers. 
The action of the Jews among 
themselves was based on. love; 
the work of the Jews with the 
outside world was based on func- 
tion. Both kinds of action de- 
pended upon and _ nourished 
Knowledge. And the Jews, ag- 
gressively, in their ethic, their 


ritual, their use of their own 
seers and poets, encouraged 
Knowledge. 


A threatened organism has to 
know its strength; and the source 
of strength for a cultutal organ- 
ism like the Jews is Knowledge 


As difficulties grew in Israel, it 
cultivated means for knowledge. 
The mystical periods—of the Ka-> 
bala, Chasidism, etc.—may ap-

the Bible as an inspired word— 
and make of our daily lives a 
constant deliberate denial of the 
Israel and the God we believe 
in. With knowledge, it is not 
so; for knowledge is experience 
and act. What we know we do; 
what we make we know. What 
we know, we are. 
Jew Knew God 

Now, I am aware that the con- 
fession: “The good that I would 
do, I do not do and the evil I 
would not do, that I do,” may be 
applied to every religion, to 
every human being. It may 
seem that I am unduly severe 
with the Jewish people. But life 
—and God—are the severe ones. 
Much having been alloted to the 
Jews in the deep Drama of Man, 
much is expected of them. An 
exalted standard of God’s love 





has become their very substance. 
And their way of life made it 
real. Unlike the other culture- 
peoples (in whom knowledge and 
prophecy remained haphazard 
personal achievements), the Jews 
as a people became knowers — 
which means Doers: they were 
not content to be believers. They 
did not, like the Platonizing 
Greeks, believe in God; they 
knew first of all the nature of 
Man and this knowing meant 





to love and to strive; and the 
substance of these human deeds 
was to know God. The Jew 
enacted the reality of Man by 
furthering Man’s dignity and 
common brotherhood. That was 
to know God. The Jew did not 
believe that it was pleasant and 
profitable to seek truth and the 
idea of God: he knew that God 
was of the dynamic substance of 
man, real as the blood. Insofar 
as he knew it, he established 
truth and love upon the earth; 
insofar as he did it, he knew 
God. 

The knowledge of God has a 
personal dimension in daily ac- 
tion. It has also a social dimen- 
sion. The man who knows him- 
self (the sole conduit to knowing 
God) is aware of his responsible, 
fraternal, relationship with ev- 
ery human life; knows his organ- 
ic need to enact this brotherhood 
for his own health in the normal 


daily dealings of family and com- | 


munity. The fruit is democracy 
and justice. The sole seed from 
which ‘these spring is love: the 
love that men can know only 
insofar as they have known God 
and as the petty love of their 
individual class and communal 
egoism are, by the great love, 
overpowered. The social enact- 
ment of knowledge is therefore 





an ethic: both an individual and 
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a political ethic: 
Knowers Meant Doers 


Another means whereby know- 
ledge is achieved in the individ- 
ual and the commune is aesthet- 
ic. The artistic act (including of 
course,. the written and spoken 
word) is an organism of cogni- 
tion. (Not a means of informa- 
tion.) Through it, the connected- 
ness between the self and the 
non-self is experienced. Philos- 
ophy and science and theology 
establish the belief in this con- 
nectedness, adumbrating it until 
man is linked with the Cosmos. 
Art establishes, not the belief, 
but the knowledge—adumbrating 
it to the high art that links man 
with God and that discovers God 
in man, and that we know as 
Scripture. That is all that beau- 
ty means: the recognition of an 
experience of harmony, unity, 
love, between our self and what 
we contemplate, bringing the 
word beautiful to our hearts. The 














artist is not consciously con- 
cerned with beauty but with 
truth: beauty is the effect in us 
of the experience he has made 
possible. The artist is an artisan 
of knowledge; and as his scope 
deepens, as his materials be- 
come universal, we call him seer 
and prophet. We prate enough 
about art; we fill pages of our 
papers with “literary news”: al- 
most all of it is alien to art’s 
main purpose which is not to 
titillate, drug, flatter or inform. 
We forget the relation between 
the artist and the knower. 

Now it is plain, that the old 
Jewish community I have des- 
cribed was a remarkably good 
instrument for knowledge. In the 
slang of our day, “it had just 
about everything.” Its mem- 
bers through a thousand daily 
deeds suffused God into their 
lives; its social hierarchy gave 
leadership to its devoted and far- 
seeing men; it assimilated in the 








synagogual and home ceremon- 
ies the experience of its artists 
and knowers; in its ties with the 
outer world, it performed eco- 
nomic works that were in the 
dynamic direction of that social 
justice which is an imperative 
of Jewish knowledge; finally in 
the thought of its men of science 
and religion it was in harmony 
with the progressive forces of 
the Gentiles. 
Not So Today 

And it is equally plain that 
the modern Jewish community 
(because it is archetypical, let us 
confine ourselves to the Ameri- 
can scene) “has very little’; has 
ceased, in every respect .that I 
have noted, to be a kindred in- 
strument of knowledge. This 
community today finds itself a 
minority group in an exploding 
world. The same historical pro- 
cess which, six hundred years 
ago, allied it with the progress-

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redeemed and become the home 
of millions of dispersed Israel. 
Why Zionism? To me this 
question is indeed superfluous, 
We might as well ask—why de. 
mocracy? Why justice? Why right 
dealing? Why fair play? Why 
continue living? The desire to re. 
establish a Jewish Homeland in 
Palestire, I believe, is instinctive 
in the hearts of all members of 
the Hebrew race who retain their 
sense of affiliation with their peo- 
ple or who are not indifferent 
to the great achievements and 
the epic history of Jewry. 
Every non-Jew and certainly 
every Christian who holds dear 
the principles of liberty, of char. 
ity and faith, should be imbued 
with a desire to assist wherever 
he may, in rectifying an ancient 
wrong, and once and for all 
remedy the homelessness of the 
Jewish people. To me this means 
the reestablishment of a Jewish 
commonwealth in Palestine. 
Why Zionism? I am trying to 
think of myself as a Jew; if I 
were, would I‘be a Zionist? 

If I were a Jew I would take 
enormous pride in the cultural 
heritage of the Jewish people.

I 
would feel that there are still 
many visions hidden in the soul 
of the Jew and I would eagerly 
anticipate the new great truths 
which might yet be revealed to 
the world by my people. I would 
understand that if a great cul- 
ture is to flourish it must have 
a home life favorable to the 
growth of this culture. The myr- 
iad links that would bind men 
to Palestine would convince me 
that in Palestine can this, my 
people, now so beset on every 
side, arise again, and continue in 
a free unhampered way of its 
own choice. 

Were I of the Jewish race, I

I would feel that they 
must rely primarily upon their 
own efforts. Because of the virtue 
of self-help I and they would 
gain in the esteem of fellow cit- 
izens and associates who honor 
courage and conviction and hero- 
ic action. 

Were I of the Jewish race, I 
would be a Zionist because Zion- 
ism is the ultimate expression of 
the self-help turned into reality, 
and in these tragic days I would 
not stand on the sideline while 
others were bearing the brunt of 
the battle. I would be a Zionist 
because, as a Zionist, I would be 
doing my share together with my 
fellow associates. 

But I am not of the Hebrew 
race, and yet I firmly believe in 
the justice of the Jewish claim 
to Palestine as a National Home 
and I am convinced that there 
shall be a Jewish commonwealth 
reestablished in Palestine. May 
I tell you why I, as an Ameri- 
can, an American Christian, be- 
lieve in Zionism. 

In the first place, as an Ameri- 
an I believe in democracy. Zion- 
ism, as I understand it, is the 
expression of dynamic democracy 
at work. I believe that our own 
country has grown great because 














of the inter-play of the diverg- 
ent forces of many races and 
many peoples, but which have 
created a united nation. Zionism 
in America, is one expression of 
these democratic forces and as 
I believe in democracy, I, an 
American, believe in Zionism. 
Zionism Means Justice 

As an American I believe in 
Zionism because I believe in 
justice. Justice and fair play are 
cardinal virtues of a true Amer- 
ican. There can be no room in 
the heart of an American for 
race hatred and bigotry. Because 
I believe in justice, and because 
I do recognize that in many parts 
of the world over many centuries 
a great injustice has been done 
to the Jewish people, I, as an 
American, believe in Zionism. 
Zionism to me means justice to 
the Jew. 

As an American I believe in 
Zionism because I am loyal to 
the policies of our country and 
Government. Before the first 
World War came to an end, 
the then President of the United 
States, President Woodrow Wil- 
son was consulted by the British 
Government and approved the 
text of the Balfour Declaration 
before it was issued in 1917. In 
September 1922, a joint resolu- 
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tion, passed unanimously 
Congress of the United 
endorsed the proposal to ew 
lish a Jewish National Hor 
Palestine. On December 3, gy 
our Government signed a tress, 
with Great Britain defining 
American rights under the terms | 
of the British Mandate for Pal. 
estine. Every President of the 
United States from W 
Wilson to President Franklin p. 
Roosevelt has endorsed the Zion. 
ist objective in Palestine, ang in 
the light of the record I cannot 
but believe in Zionism. 

As an American and ag 4 
Christian I sympathize with 
Zionism. I believe in Christianity 
and so have a profound Tegard 
and untold reverence for the 
founders of Christianity who 
were Jews. As a Christian ][ 
know of no greater virtues for 
any human being to have than 
faith and charity, and __ singe 
faith and charity dictate that 
justice be done to the Jews ] 
must believe in Zionism. 

In thinking about Palestine 
I have often asked myself — 
“Is Zionism practical? Can the 
Jewish Homeland be _reestab. 
lished in Palestine? Or am ] 
deluding myself in wishful think. 
ing.” I am convinced that it 


|'can be done. Because of my in. 


terest in the development of 
Palestine and the desire to alle. 
viate the suffering of persecuted 
Jews, I visited Palestine several 
years ago in order that I might 
ascertain its resources and wheth- 
er it might become a Homeland 
or whether it might supply 
homes for oppressed Jews who 
were being driven from coun- 
tries which they had aided in 
developing. 

From my investigation I 
reached the conclusion that the 
resources of Palestine were ade- 
quate to meet the requirements 
of several millions of Jews who 
might seek refuge and the estab- 
lishment of a Homeland there, 
I appreciated that its develop- 
ment would call for faith and 
courage and those strong and en- 
during qualities that find expres- 
sion in the lives of pioneers who 
desire liberty and the exercise 
of those freedoms which are the 
rightful inheritance of all of 
God’s children. 

Sees Jewish Commonwealth 

I have faith that perhaps soon 
er than many of us realize, the 
reality of a Jewish Common- 
wealth will emerge. I am pre 
foundly convinced of the power 
of ideas. America was built by 
men and women who were itt 
spired by great ideas and ideals. 
American pioneers were the prat- 
tical idealists who laid the foun 
dations for this great country. 
The Palestine pioneers are the 
practical idealists who are now 
building the new Jewish home 
land. The history of mankind 
amply proves that the spirit and 
the ideal are more permanent i 
their effects than swords or ca 
nons. 

Can it be done? What already 
has been accomplished augul 
well for the future. Under tt 
mendous difficulties magnifi . 
achievements are to the credit 
of those half-million Jews wh? 
have already returned to Pal- 
estine. If swamps have  beél 
drained in the past, if m 
is now eradicated, if farms hav 
been planted, and if industries 
have been established, if a Jar 
guage has been reborn and # 
university’s class rooms 
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ive European burghers, now im- 
plicates it in the main with the 
decadent bourgeoisie whose first 
frezied act, as it faces _extine- 
tion, is to turn against it. The 
same sinister alliance burdens it 
with functions no longer pro- 
ductive but grown parasite* 
(*If the reader wanis to know 
what I mean, I name the legal 
profession and all the vast armies 
of middlemen, brokerage, bank- 
ing, ballyhoo, (called advertise- 
ment), as examples.) 
and with ideologies hostile both 
to the progressive forces of our 
time and to the immemorial 
Jewish principle of social justice. 
There is a vast abyss between 
their inherited rituals (the an- 
cient methodology of living) and 
the way the Jews must live in 
order not to starve. Nor can the 
old community forms absorb the 
art and wisdom of new spiritual 
leaders who (whether their work 
be aesthetic or scientific or in the 
field of social reform) can sur- 


‘vive only by shaking off their 


“Jewish bondage.” Finally, the 
temper of the age is secular and 
atheist; Christian religious com- 
munities suffer, also, from this 
gap between their very language

with students in the short period 
of about 20 years, why should 
anyone doubt that with this 
record of achievement many 
more glorious pages will yet be 
written? 

Can it be done? It has been 
said that “necessity is the mother 
of invention.” Was there ever a 
greater need? What seems im- 
possible becomes reality if the 
need is recognized and the cour- 
age that fills men’s hearts is 
maintained. Out of the needs 
of Valley Forge the moral sta- 
ture of George Washington grew 
yet greater and the character of 
his soldiers hardened as flint to 
face all difficulties. The pressure 
of the great need of the Jews that 
exists today makes it imperative 
that it must be done. If it must 
be done, it can be done. 

The present world conflict calls 
for the rallying of all liberal 
forces — Jews and non-Jews 
alike. The powers of darkness are 


making an unprecedented on- 
slaught on all democracy. The 
Jews, as a great democratic 


force, have been among the major 
Victims of this attack. Zionism 
as an expression of democratic 
ideals is a bond uniting the Jews 
and non-Jews of our country, in 
the defense of democracy. Zion- 
ists are creating a new outpost 


and their time; but such com- 
munities have ties with the world 
which Israel by definition cannot 
share. For Jewry is a whole cul- 
ture of life—its complex of in- 
ward and outward relations be- 
tween men totalling into an ac- 
tive instrument of knowledge for 
the. relation between men and 
God—or it is nothing. 

Verily, the problem is vexed; 
infinitely more so than it was in 
the world of a Rashi or a Gaon 
of Vilna. If God chasteneth whom 
He loveth, Israel must be more 
beloved than ever. For Israel 
confronts a hate more passionate 
and more perfectly organized 
than Rome or Chaldea dreamed. 
And in this climax of incessant 
tempest, after thirty hundred 
years, Israel stands naked, strip- 
ped as never before of his de- 
fensive instruments of knowl- 
edge. 

III 

IN the brief space remaining, 

I wish to suggest some of the

lines of action by which Israel 
may live in the world of today 
and tomorrow. I think my read- 
ers will agree that the modern 
Jew has become more and more 
what years ago I called him: the 
inertial Jew in whom knowledge, 
which is action and health, has 
faded, leaving a vague suffusion 
of beliefs . . . memories, habits, 
fears, pitiful gestures of self-de- 
fense, self-rationalization, self- 
accomodation. The reader will 
agree that to be anti-Hitler, anti- 
Fascist is not a Jewish program 
of life. The truth is, that millions 
of Jews, German, French, Italian, 
American, have been allies, ac- 
tive or passive of the degenerate 
bourgeois values in ethic and 
economics that created Fascism 
and made Hitler possible. The 
bitter truth is, further, that the 
majority of “modern” Jews, do- 
ing lip-service to Democracy or 
actively devoted to the cause of 
social reconstruction, have bor- 
rowed the shallow XVIII century 
secular psychology, the essential 
atheism of the middle classes, so 
that their action not only exiles 
them from the truth of Israel, but 
dooms their efforts to the per- 
version and impotence of the 
common liberal and Socialist 
dogmas. The Jewish community 
in a riven and maniacal world 
must again become an organic 


instrument for knowledge. This 
it must do, to survive. This it 
must do, to function again in 
the world. One truth is certain: 
the day in which Israel ceases 
to serve, will be the day in which 
Israel ceases to be. 

Now, I am not going to call 
upon my brothers and my sisters 
suddenly to become saints and 
seers; suddenly to become intel- 
lectual athletes in order to equate 
ex cathedra the truth in the Bib- 
lical Jehovah with Einstein’s and 
Bergson’s relativistic universe: 
suddenly to cease earning their 





daily bread and the shelter of 
their children by abandoning the 
middle class and becoming (job- 
less) farmers and _ proletarians. 
What I shall suggest is, I hope, 
practical. If it is not, it is certain- 
ly not Jewsh. 

And let me interpolate a per- 
sonal word. In a sense, it is pre- 
sumptuous for me to speak to 
the Jewish people—particularly 
in the company of the learned 
and devoted men who have ask- 
ed me for this message. I do not 
say, as men go, that I am an ig-

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norant man; but yes, I am an 
ignorant Jew. I was not brought 
up as a Jew, although my Jewish 
origin was not concealed from 
me. At twenty-one I could read 
in five languages: Hebrew and 
Yiddish were not among them. 
At thirty, I knew the scriptures 
of India and Greece and medieval 
Europe for better than I knew 
the Bible; I had attended services 
in scores of churches and cathe- 
drals and never set foot in a syn- 
agogue! For myself, I discovered 
the Jewish word; or rather, in a 
profound crisis of my life that 
word came to me straight as an 
answer, palpable as the flesh of 
my body. It is not too much, 
therefore, to say that I am a con- 
vert to Judaism; and as such, I 
humbly claim the indulgence of 
my betters. 

The problem, then:—this Jew- 
ish community of ours, consist- 
ing of neither heroes nor saints, 
caught in the contradictions of a 
hopelessly corrupt and decom- 
posing social system, abandoned 
to the world’s subterranean pas- 
sions grown obscene through 
their neglect by a shallow em- 
pirical modern culture that has 
ignored man and therefore, God, 
and thereby ended in man’s hum- 
iliation; this Israel whose blood 
and breath are peace within a 
world given over to the dull in- 
sanities of war and of prepara- 
tion for war and of defense from 
war... this vulnerable Jewish 
community which cannot save 
itself by denying the distinction 
with which its ancestral glory 

. whatever its medicore pres- 
ent... has stamped it: What 
must it do? In order to quit the 
sterile sentimentalisms of belief 
and again forge itself into an in- 
strument of knowledge, what 
must it be? How, following again 
the inspired wisdom of the He- 
brews, can it recreate methodol- 
ogy in lieu of theology as_ its 
basis .... a methodology of course, 
for our world and the world of 
our future, as Mosaic-Rabbinic 
law was a methodology for the 
world of our fathers? 

I close with a few summary 
suggestions: 

a) The reader will have de- 
tected in what I call knowledge, 
an element of what was once 
called gnosis, as well as an ac- 
tive way of life which, by its 
approximate harmony with the 
truth of man’s nature, makes for 
the experience—the sharing—of 
that truth. Neither of these two 
elements is adequate without the 
other (which eliminates both St. 
Paul, the gnostics and the em- 
pirical rationalists); neither alone 
can be creatively Jewish. Never- 
theless, the gnostic-mystical ele- 
ment must be revived, for with- 
out it Torah becumes formalism. 
Mystical-aesthetic knowledge is 
the blood of true religion. The 
Jewish community, therefore, 
must seek out its artists, its po- 
tential poets, mystics, prophets, 
treasuring them, yet leaving them 
their freedom. It must study 
methods for the inducement and 
education of true mystical ex- 
perience. This is a vast subject 
which I have touched on, more 
than once, in my books. 

b) The nature of the person, 
as the transfigured individual, the 
individual integrated into both 
his community and into God, 
must be studied by every syna- 
gogue. Techniques for this study 


will be the Talmud Torahs of the 
future. This, too, is a profuond 
problem; and all I can do here is 
to refer the interested reader to 
such books as “The Rediscovery 
of America,” “Chart for Rough 
Water,” where I have at least 
begun to approach it. The myth 
of the death of the seed in order 
that the grain may rise, is Jew- 
ish; and it is the law of spiritual 
life. The indivdual in his egoisms 
is crucified; the person is res- 
urrected. Jewish wisdom has 
known this since Isaiah; and has 
not forgotten it in such recent 
literature as the Chasidic and 
the works of those two great 
moderns: Martin Buber and Franz 
Kafka. But the synagogue appears 
to have forgotten. 

c) Although we cannot expect 
all Jews whose 


livelihood —in- 
volves them in the nefarious 
capitalistic system to become 


martyrs and give up their sole 
means of earning bread for their 
wives and children, we can de- 
mand that they bear their nec- 
essary sin in consciousness and 
humility; that with contrite love 
they give all possble aid to the 
forces both progressive and rev- 
olutionary ... forces also imper- 
fect and in error ... which strug- 





gle to replace the present-socio- 
economic regime of greed, pos- 
sessivenss and stratified injustice, 
with another of true democracy. 
Insofar as it possibly can, Israel 
must identify himself (as six 
hundred years ago) with what is 
creative in social reform; insofar 
as Israel cannot, he must know 
his share in the world’s evil and 
accept adversity as the chasten- 
ing and healing of God’s hand. 

A congregation thus nourishing, 
following, and knowing its know- 
ers; thus leading in every feas- 
ible humble act of love a way 
of life which is knowledge; thus 
constantly contrite and accept- 
ing of its own tragic sins in a 
dark world which it, too, has 
helped to darken, will be again— 
however’ scattered—a Jewish 
commune. It will not put forth 
Utopia; it will not by swift magic, 
change the world. But it will be 
changed. 

I can think of a hundred im- 
mediate possible changes. First of 
all, this reborn Israel will lose 
fear. No one who strives to live 
the truth can fear ... save lest 
he lose the truth. And no one 
who seeks truth but finds it in 
the measure of the humility of 
his seeking, The base considera- 
tions of “policy,” of “accomoda- 
tion,’ which befoul so much of 
modern Jewish “thought,” will 
vanish. Israel, the knower, will 
know his organic relation with 








every country (like our own) that 
accepts the democratic vision 
which Israel first received; in 
other lands which glorify slav- 
ery and hate, Israel will accept 
hate as his badge of honor. Ev- 
erywhere, he will enhance knowl- 
edge and save himself, not by 
shuddering curtailment of his 
Jewishness in the pitiful effort to 
become “invisible”; but by deep-

LONDON—After having lived 
for nearly seven years in Pales- 
tine, I believe I have an intimate 
knowledge of the communal set- 
tlements. We are all interested 
not only in the war, but also in 
any social or economic changes 
that may take place after the 
war, especially those needed to 
bring about a more equal dis- 


tribution of wealth. 


Many economic changes have 
been proposed, but some of these 
rather 
theoretical than practical. I can- 
not myself believe that any form 
of Utopia will follow on immedi- 
ately after the war. 

But I thought it might be of 
some general interest were I to 
explain today how 30,000 Jewish 
settlers have, not only in theory 
but in actual practice, solved the 
problem of the equal distribu- 
tion of wealth by the simple, if 
drastic, method of having none.

Not that I suggest that this 


of my countrymen; bui I do sug- 
gest if changes in our social or 
economic structure are to be dis- 
cussed, then it is worth while to 
consider, if only for a few min- 
utes, the one example of such a 
system where people actually do 
live on an equal economic basis. 
And this example is of a people 





who can be judged by their deeds 
rather than by their theories, and 
who have made & success of their 
life for more than a generation.

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CHARITY, ANTI-DEFAMATION, ZIONISM » 
CRITICIZED AS ERSATZ FOR JUDAISM

UR AGE OF “substitutes” is 

witnessing the rise of an 
“ersatz” Judaism which seriously 
threatens to submerge the orig- 
inal. 


Judaism is primarly a relig- 
ious, moral and cultural tradi- 
tion, the civilization which the 
Jew has evolved in the course of 
the ages. In recent years, this 
civilization has lost much of its 
authority and prestige. As Jews 
become more integrated in the 
American environment, more as- 
similated, the more tenuous does 
the hold of the Synagogue and 
Judaism become, and the more 
alarming the religious neglect 
and indifference. 


The absence of positive Jewish 
affirmations has rendered the 
need for substitutes, for an “er- 
satz” Judaism a _ psychological 
necessity, an inner compulsion. 
The fact that the vast mass of 
our people are Jews not by vir- 
tue of conviction, but simply 
because they are not Christian 
drives them to rationalize their 
Jewishness in embracing pleas- 
ing substitutes for Judaism. Yet, 
no matter how worthy and sub- 
consciously imperative these are, 
they do not prove adequate or 
effective, and cannot, as_ the 
prophet Jeremiah put it, “hold 
the water.” The inner message 
of Judaism and the Synagogue 
cannot be exchanged for extern- 
al goals, which now enjoy the 
devotion, the generosity, and the 
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faith which Jews formerly gave 
to Judaism, the Synagogue and 
the institutions which nourish and. 
maintain the Jewish spirit. 


Charity One Substitute 


Social Service ranks 
among the popular and fashion. 
able “substitutes.” Though 4g 


noble and great virtue, charity. 
cannot fill the place of religion 
in the life of men and women, 
It cannot give hope and strength 
in the hour of trial. 

That in the life of many Jews 
philanthropy threatens to dis. 
place God and the Synagogue 
constitutes an alarming symptom 
of religious decay. Many a Jew 
experiences his major and often 
exclusive contact with Jewish 
life in nothing more enriching 
than a contribution to a Jewish 
cause. In many communities, the 
local Federation actually plays a 
more significant and central role 
than does the Synagogue. Mem- 
bership in a Federation repre- 
sents for many the full discharge - 
of Jewish obligations. Judaism 
has become in many instances: 
synonymous with social service— 
not its inspiration. 

The growing role of overseas 
relief—a noble chapter in our 
history—has increased the seri- 
ousness of the threat of this “sub. 
stitute” to the Synagogue. To 
identify Judaism with providing 
succor to oppressed Jews, or to 
refugees, is to belie the cause 
of the Jewish struggle. To im- 
agine that all that is required of 
a Jew is a contribution to over- 
seas relief is to outrage Jewish 
history. Such a contribution is 
only one of many Jewish obliga- 
tions. The major duty of every 
Jew is always to live a Jewish 
life—to experience and to rejoice 
in the Jewish heritage, to par- 
ticipate actively in the religious 
and spirtual life of the Jewish 
group—to practice and to live 
Judaism. Failure in this cannot 
be atoned by financial generos- 
ity. A community which makes 
mere fund raising the goal of its 
collective life is doomed. Such 
activity per se, does not warrant 
the survival and struggle of the 
Jew. Nor does it answer the re- 
ligious needs, or satisfy the heart 
hungers and anxieties of men and 
women. The basic Jewish res- 
ponsibility is towards Judaism, 
of which charity is only one 
glorious expression. 


Anti-Defamation Popular 
Another substitute for Judaism, 
exceedingly popular in many 
Jewish circles, is anti-defamation 
work. Some sections in American 
Jewry have actually come to re- 
gard this negative enterprise for 
counter-acting anti-Semitism as 
the prime reason for Jewish ex- 
istence and as the supreme life 
motif of American Jewry. To this 
our people give their energy, and 
their money and faith with a 
profligate generosity they give to 
few other causes. Instead of look- 
ing to God and the Synagogue 
for strength and salvation they 
place their reliance’ on “good- 
will” effort. Only spiritual emp-

Sime Spitzer did not have to 
die. Had he wanted to, he could 
have escaped many times over 
from his native Yugoslavia be- 
fore the Germans marched in. 
But he stuck to his post like so 
many other heroic European 
Jews who disregard all thought 
of personal safety in their loyalty 
to their fellow Jews. These men 
—and women, too—are among 
the greatest assets of the J.D.C. 
to know and work with them is 
a high privilege. 

Sime Spitzer was a Belgrade 
Jewish businessman and _ intel- 
lectual—in Europe the two are

often combined—of whom any 
description would include the 
word ‘prominent.’ He had a very 
successful business in provisions, 
was regarded as one of the lead- 
ing Zionsts in Southeastern Eur- 
ope, had access to the royal pal- 
ace, was respected and looked 
up to. 


Like many other people, Sime 
Spitzer died because Hitler came 
to power in Germany. When his 
own country began to absorb ref- 
ugees, and all the problems that 
went with them, Sime Spitzer 
threw himself into the work of 
helping them. He took the unpaid 
job of Secretary General of the 
Jewish Community in Belgrade, 
one of the groups through which 
the Joint Distribution Committee 
carried out its refugee aid pro- 
grams in Yugoslavia. 

1,000 Float Down Danube 

A piece of modern Jewish his- 
tory was interwoven in Sime 
Spitzer’s life. In December, 1939, 
one thousand men, women and 


‘children, refugees from Austria 
and Czechoslovakia, had begun 
a voyage down the Danube river 
which came to an abrupt halt at 
the Yugoslavian town of Kladova 
as winter ice jammed the water- 
way. With the help of the J.D.C., 
the refugee committee in Zagreb 
was able to bring immediate re- 
lief to these people. 


By the time the Danube was 
again open to navigation in the 
spring, political developments in 
the Balkans had created obstacles 
which prevented’ the refugees 
from continuing on their journey. 
They had to remain aboard the 
boat. By June, the intense sum- 
mer heat threatened to cause an 
epidemic on the over-crowded 
vessel. The Zagreb committee 
made representations to the Yu- 
goslav authorities to remove the 
refugees from the boat. The au- 
thorities gave their. permission 
on .the condition that the com- 
mittee would support the refu- 
gees. 


Throughout these negotiations 
Sime Spitzer played a central 
role. When the refugees were

Arab Group Here 
Warns Solons on 
Palestine Change

WASHINGTON — Members of

National League, respectively. 

Deploring the persecution of 
Jews in Axis-held Europe, the 
Arab letter to the Congressmen 
states that, nevertheless, the 
Arabs “can never countenance 
such a miscarriage of justice as 
the rape of Palestine by a group 
of people claiming that their an- 
cestors once occupied the coun- 
try some thousands of years ago.” 
It asserts that “political Zionism 
must concede to the people of 
Palestine the free exercise of self. 
determination,” adding that “any 
form of imperialism, be it Zionist 
or not, is detrimental to the in- 
terests of the United States and 
to the future peace of the world.” 

The letter charges further that 
“it is decidedly contrary to the 
best interest of the United States 
to deliberately antagonize some 
sixty million Arabs and two hun- 
dred and fifty million Moslems 
by permitting political Zionist to 
consummate its audacious ambi- 
tion in Palestine.”It concludes by 
declaring that the Arabs have 
“contributed far more than their 
share towards the rehabilitation 
of Jewish refugees from Europe, 
since they have already accepted 
more than half a million of them 
in a coyntry about the size of 
Vermont.”

At the end of August, 1940, 
new troubles beset the harassed 
group. Soviet Russia’s occupation 
of Bessarabia had forced out 
large numbers of Germans who 
had been living in that territory. 
When they were given asylum 
in Yugoslavia, Kladova became 
one of the centers for their care. 
The Jewish refugees had to be 
removd to an abandoned factory 
in the town of Shabac. 

Forced to Spend Winter There 

In November, arrangements 
were made by the J.D.C. for the 
refugees who had received Pal- 
estine certificates to continue their 
journey. Some of them had al- 
ready boarded small boats to 
carry them to a steamship when 
their departure was suddenly 
cancelled because the lower Dan- 
ube had frozen over earlier than 
expected. The “Kladova” group 
was forced to spend another 
winter at Shabac. In March of 
last year, when the Danube ice 
melted, they did resume their 
journey, about 50 at a time, using 
an overland route through Turk- 
ey and Syria to Palestine, their 
fare paid by the J.D.C. But not 
all escaped. The last group was 
known to have departed from 
Yugoslavia a few days before the 
German invasion. 

Yugoslav Jews, numbering 
about 70,000, were not a particu- 
larly prosperous community; but 
they shared with the J.D.C. the 
financial burden of caring not 
only for the “Kladova” group, 
but also for 1,600 refugees main- 
tained in seven camps. From time 
to time they were confronted 
with unexpected problems. One 
of these took the shape of 512 
refugee passengers of the ss 
Pencho—another ill-starred boat 
which spent two months in Yu- 
goslav waters before it set out 
on a Palestine-bound journey 
which ended on the reefs of an 
Italian island in the Mediterran- 
ean. While the boat was in Yu- 
goslavia, the local community, 
aided by J.D.C. funds, helped its 
passengers. Today, the Pencho 
group is in its fourth year on the 
Island of Rhodes. The J.D.C. was 
able, through its Italian Jewish 
committee, to bring them some 
help. 

During that second winter of 
war, many were the problems 
that beset Sime Spitzer and his 
refugee committee. Not only did 
they have to take care of the 
refugees who had legally come 
to Yugoslavia, but they were con- 
stantlx receiving newcomers who 
crossed the border from Hun- 
gary. These persons, who had 
sought refuge in Hungary either 
from Germany, Poland or Czech- 
oslovakia, were uncomfortable in 
the increasingly Axis-oriented 
atmosphere of Hungary. They 
feared deportation to their home- 
lands or imprisonment. Hundreds 
therefore found their way to the 
Yugoslavian border and made 
night crossings. Spitzer organized 
reception centers on the Yugo- 
slavian side of the border and 
provided accomodations for these 
penniless people, who had fled 
with only the clothing on their 
backs, in the refugee camps which 
had been set up in Yugoslavia.

Despite these and other fearful 
handicaps, Sime Spitzer in Serbia 
and Alexander Klein in Croatia 
lost no time in reconstituting the 
work of the refugee committees 
in their respective areas. When, 
prior to America’s entry into the 
war, they found that it was im- 
possible for the J.D.C. to send 
them direct help because their 
country was occupied, they were 
able to work out a form of clear. 
ance which made funds avail. 
able internally. When, after 
Pearl Harbor, they found that 
not even clearance could be con- 
tinued because American laws 
forbade any communication with 
enemy-occupied lands, they a¢- 
cepted cheerfully the pledge of 
the J.D.C. that if they could 
raise sufficient funds internally 
to continue the work, the J.D.C. 
would repay the debts arising 
out of those operations after the 
war. Throughout all this Sime 
Spitzer was the directing force, 
He continued to be the moving 
spirit of the refugee aid work 
in, Belgrade, even after the Ger-, 
mans imprisoned him. Because 
so many people came to the pri 
on to consult him, the Germans 
arranged to set him free each 
day to go to the office of the 
committee, and each night they 
took him back to his cell. 

Long before the Germans in- 
vaded Yugoslavia, Sime Spitzer 
was urged by some of his friends 
to leave that country. It was 
pointed out to him that should 
Yugoslavia be invaded, he would 
be one of the first victims of the 
Nazis because of his prominence 


in Jewish life. But Spitzer laugh - 


ed it all off, for he was a maa 
of courage and of loyalty. 
He did insist that his wife

unto every man according as he 
had need.” 

Though we hear no more of 
this communal life in the early 
Christian church after the death 
of Ananias and Sapphira, I have 
recalled its existence because the 
principles of their method of liv- 
ing seem to have been very sim- 
ilar to those of the communal 
settlements in Palestine which I 
speak of today. 

It is generally said that with- 
out the incentive of personal gain 
little work would be done, many 
would idle, others remain incom- 





petent to carry out their duties, 
and the people of such a com- 
munity would soon starve. 


But the very reverse of this has 
happened and is happening to- 
day in Palestine, as even a most 
cursory study of the condition 
of Jewish agricultural settle- 
ments show. 


During the last 20 or 30 years 
the Jewish immigrants have prov- 
ed most successful farmers. The 
villagers generally prefer mixed 
farming. They own many herds 
of dairy cattle, the number of 
their sheep and poultry increases 





every year. They produce over 
half the oranges grown in Pales- 
tine. 

At this season of the year the 
valleys and foothills are covered 
with green fields of young wheat 
and barley and lucerne—with 
many vineyards and orchards, so 
that the country now occupied 
by Jewish settlers more than 
justifies the words of those spies 
who long ago reported to Joshua 
that Canaan was a land flowing 
with milk and honey.

of individual ownership, the land 
usually being divided into small 
holdings, and the produce sold 
for the profit of the individual 
cultivator. 

But in over 80 well-established 
settlements the land is held in 
common; and not only the land, 
but also the produce, the means 
of production and transport, are 
all owned by the community as 
a whole. 


For no individual owns a field, 
a cow, ora hen; no worker re- 
ceives any wages, no man gains 
profit from the fruit that he 
gathers; no woman from the cow 
that she milks. But whatever is 
needed is shared equally by all 
the villagers, and the surplus 
sold for the good of the com- 
munity as a whole. 


In other ways these settlers 
live much as our villagers do in 
this country. All the grown-up 
people work over eight hours 
every day, bar the Sabbath, 
which is kept as a much-needed 
day of rest. 


Indeed they live laborious days, 
and as women work in the fields 
with the men, the small children 
are looked after in communal 
nurseries by trained helpers; all 
the young boys and girls spend 
the whole day with the school 
teachers till the evening comes, 
when the day’s work is done, and 
they all very happily rejoin their 
fathers and mothers. I have often 
been witness to these meetings. 
Th children’s cries of joy and 
their unrestrained signs of af- 
fection show at once that the 
daily separation during the hours 
of labour causes no lessening of 
devotion on one side or the other. 
On the contrary, I believe the 
relationship between parents and 
children is peculiarly happy in 
these communal communities. 

Each year a committee is elect- 
ed by popular vote, and this 
committee decides how the prof- 
its of the past year shall be spent, 
and determines what tasks shall 
be allotted to each labourer for 
the coming year. The first profits 
of a new settlement are usually 
spent in building the school and 
communal nursery, for care of 
children is one of the noticeable 
features of these communal vil- 
lages. 

In succeeding years, additional 
farm buildings and equipment, 
tractors, the purchase of new 
herds, the planting of new orch- 
ards—all add to the productive 
capacity of the community. The 
villagers I speak of look on wealth 
not as a snare, but as an illusion 
so far as happiness is concerned. 
There is, of course, no com- 
pulsion. A man is free to join 





either a communal settlement or 


a settlement where the principle 
of individual ownership is maip. 
tained—just as he pleases. ‘And 
should he find after experienge 
that the communal life does not 
suit him or his family, he is a}. 
ways free to quit. And if he quits, 
he has no bother about settling 
accounts or packing up his goods, 
for he has no impedimenta to 
trouble him. : 





Hardship Their Garment 


We may consider the economic 
ideas of these people fantastic, 
but I can assure they are very 
human. For instance, if a young 
man feels he wants an ‘outing for 
a few days, the committee will 
give him a pound or two pro 
vided he does not ask too often, 
Or, if a girl wants a new frock, 
if she is a good worker, she will 
get one. In fact, an annual holi- 
day of a week or ten days is 
quite usual in most of these set 
tlements. 


As you may imagine, when the 
community is first formed the 
the hardships are great, the la 
bour severe, and as for luxury 
or comfort, there is little or none, 
The settlers live not to be shek 
tered from dangers, but to be 
fearless in facing them. Hard 
ship is their garment, but com 
stancy their shield. Their mam 
ner of living compels them t 
bear and forbear. No _ people 
carry out so thoroughly that pre 
cept of the Talmud which, says 
that he who fails to teach his 
son a trade teaches his son t 
steal. The sacrifice of personal 
wealth, the surrender of personal 
possessions having once been 
made, then all must of necessity 
work and their children taught 
the need and dignity of labour. 


But as the.years pass, the land 
is improved and where necessary 
irrigated, more vegetables afé 
grown and the resources of the 
villagers increased. The settlet 
can then afford to build a libraty 
or village hall for meetings, com 
certs, lectures or occasional 
dances. Amenities are naturally 
far greater in a settlement after 
a dozen years of labour and com 
stant cultivation than when i 
was first founded by the pioneer 


It is easy to understand how 
much self-sacrifice is needed for 
this method of living, and how

The transference of our hope 
for salvation to anti-defamation 
effort is an indication of the ex- 
tent of our spiritual poverty and 
religious bankruptcy. Throughout 
the ages it was our faith in God, 


our religious convictions and 
Jewish ideals which sustained us, 
and provided us with the power 
to face our foes unafraid, and to 
meet bravely trials and dangers 
of all sorts. With these impreg- 
nable bulwarks gone, we are 
driven to look for deliverance to 
“leaky cisterns” whose waters 
give no healing. In the absence

much each individual must give 
up to share in this communal 
life. But without visiting and 
talking to the settlers it is harder 
to realize how much they gain 
by their disregard of personal 
wealth. 

They have no fear of want; no 
envy of another man’s posses- 
sions; if labour is arduous it is 
regular; there is, of course, no 
unemployment, and a livelihood 
for every family is assured. 

For there is more gained than 
only material advantage. These 
people are free to form and live 
up to their own set of values. 
They are not bound by those 
shackles that grip many whose 
chief aim is wealth and great 
possessions. Freedom of thought 
is far from leading to anarchy. 
If it’be better to give than to re- 
ceive, then perhaps more happi- 
ness comes from living for the 
good of the community than for 
self alone. 

Spirit of Pioneer 

As I said earlier in this talk, 
in other countries and in other 
centuries similar experiments 
have been tried and all have 
failed. But, as we say in Scot- 
land, “Facs and chiels that winna 
ding.” Facts that stare us in the 
face cannot be brushed aside. 
These communal settlements in- 
crease in number and prosperity 
every few years. Formerly a good 
many members grew dissatisfied 
and walked out, for every man 
is always free to do so; but now 
few quit, and many sons follow 
in their fathers’ footsteps or form 
hew communal settlements. 

What is the reason for this 
astonishing success? The reason 
is to be found in the spirit of the 
settlers. The spirit that fills them 
is the faith of a people believing 
themselves to be more happy 
leading a simple life without 
money, than if they joined in the 
general world-struggle for wealth 
and yet more wealth. 

Such a faith demands great un- 
selfishness in the ‘individual, as 
well as great devotion to the 
community. 

Should that faith ever fail, 
should they ever, like Lot’s wife, 
look back, then will this economic 
experiment in plain living also 
fail; it would soon prove to be 
but Dead Sea fruit. 

And so will it be in whatever 
form of reconstruction may be 
Made after the war in this coun- 
tty. Faith in our country and our 
ideals is essential. Wealth must 
be the servant, not the master of 
the people. As Mr. Winant, the 
American Ambassador, said the 
other day: “People in the future 
Must either cooperate, dominate, 
or perish.” 

These communal villages in 

alestine are an example of co- 
operation working in its extreme 
form. Not the best form suited 
for this country, but worthy of 
tidy as a society where wealth 
2known, but where “Distri- 


bution is made unto every man 
according as he has need.” 

We shall win this war by our 
determination to see it through. 
By that same spirit of determina- 
tion, I am confident, we shall 
bring about, in one form or an- 
other, a just settlement of our 
social and economic needs after 
victory has been gained. 





of loyalty to Judaism, fighting 
anti-Semitism, defending the Jew 
has beeome a psychological nec- 
essity, a consolation. The endless 
battle with anti-Semitism, how- 
ever, is a worthless substitute for 
God and the Synagogue. 
Zionism No Substitute 

Another large body of Jews 
have exchanged their God and 
Synagogue for secular Zionism. 
Though Zionism is one of the 
noblest chapters in modern Jew- 
ish life, that does not excuse its 
misconception at the hands of 
many of its champions and fol- 
lowers who have erroneously 
made of it a substitute for Juda- 
ism. Zionism which in its truest 
form is synonymous with Juda- 
ism has become at the hands of 
its leaders a purely secular move- 
ment and has been divorced from 
Judaism and the Synagogue and 
Torah. Jewish nationalism sans 
the basic spiritual message of Is- 





rael has become a new religion 
for many Jews. And it is due 
primarily to this fact that the 
Movement has not made larger 
and deeper progress among us. 

A Jewish Commonwealth in 
Palestine is necessary, desperate- 
ly so. But, the ideal can never 
become a substitute for Judaism 
and for the fundamental purpose 
of Jewish life. The goal of mak- 
ing Palestine Jewish, of Bin yan 
Haaretz, is a sacred one. But 
there are other values and mitz- 
vos, vital and indispensable to 
healthy Jewish living, which 
dare not be suppressed or ignor- 
ed. To ignore the basic religious 
and spiritual ideals of the Syna- 
gogue and to concentrate exclu- 
sively ou secular Zionism is to 
injure the cause of Palestine and 
of Israel. 

No generation of men is as be- 
wildered as ours, and no genera- 
tion of Jews is as confused. Our 





lives are filled with chaos, with 

doubts, and misgivings. The 

clouds of bewilderment will nev- 

er rise until we reject the spur- 

ious substitutes for Judaism 

which we in our folly and ignor- . 
ance have embraced and return 

to God, to Torah, to the Syna- 

gogue—to the well of “Living 

Waters.” 

A religious renewal, a spiritual 
awakening, amongst American 
Jewry is imperative. Our people 
must realize that there are no 
substitutes for the Synagogue, 
that their hungry souls cannot 
obtain satisfactory nourishment 
from fund drives, or good-will 
meetings or Zionist activity, and 
that salvation will come only in 
the acceptance of a rich program 
of Jewish life—a program which 
the Reconstructionist movement 
has made concrete and which it 
urges upon every Jew and Jew- 
ess in the land.

Setting up of an annual plaque 
award for the best editorial in 
the Anglo-Jewish press was an- 
nounced this week by The Jewish 
Post in connection with its Tenth 
Anniversary celebration. 

All Anglo-Jewish newspapers 
in the United States are included 
in the scope of the award, but 
publications which are organs of 
national organizations will be 
excluded. Each paper will be 
permitted to submit what it con- 
siders its three best editorials of 
the year, and selections will be 
made by three nationally-known 
judges. 

Two of the judges have already 
been named. They are: Dr. Abra- 
ham Cronbach of the faculty of 
Hebrew Union College, Cincin- 
nati, O., and Bernard Postal, 
Washington, D. C., publicity di- 
rector of the B’nai B’rith. A third 
judge will be named shortly. 

The first award will be made in 
time for announcement in the 
Rosh Hashonah editions of the 
Anglo-Jewish press, and papers 
will be asked to submit editorials 
sometime in July. 

The judging will be on the 
same basis as that of the Pulitzer 
prizes awarded annually by the 
Columbia School of Journalism.

Delegation Asks 
“No Mercy” Stand

NEW YORK — A call to the 
Jews in the United States “to 
save the Jewish people from an- 
nihilation” by intensifying their 
efforts to secure the defeat of 
Hitlerism, was issued here this 
week by the Jewish delegation 
from Russia composed of Solo- 
mon Mikhoels, noted actor, and 
Itzik Feffer, famous Yiddish poet. 

Speaking over the radio on the 
occasion of the second annivers- 
ary of the Nazi invasion of Rus- 
sia, the delegation, in its first 
message to the Jews of America, 
pointed out that the day of an 
Allied victory is approaching and 
that the Russian army was the 
first to break the legend of Nazi 
invincibility. They emphasized 
that more than 10,000 Jews have 
been decorated in Russia during 
the two years of war. 

“Our people, the Jewish people, 
together with all freedom loving 
nations, will appear at the day 
of reckoning as an accusing peo- 
ple,” Mr. Mikhoels said. He spoke 
of the merciless massacres of in- 
nocent Jewish civilians and urg- 
ed that no mercy be shown the 
Germans after the Nazis are de- 
feated.

I RECEIVED the fourth in a series of papers entitled ‘‘Mis- 
sions to the Jews.”» With my background, they probably 
think I will be easy to convert to Christianity?!! On telling 
my sister Emma about it, she related this story: When she 
and my father, Rabbi M. Messing, were in Jerusalem, they 
saw a building, fully three-fourths of a block square, with a 
big sign above it: “To Proselyte the Jews.” Father grew pale. 
But after much coaxing, she prevailed on him to enter. The 
guide took them all around the court where there were 
immense buildings filled with men, women and children, un- 
mistakably Jewish. There were buildings in which foreign 
languages, sewing, business courses, religion, etc.,.were taught. 
Father’s shoulders sagged. As they neared the exit, sister 
asked the guide, “And do all these Jews remain Christians 
after their studies are completed?” “No,” he answered, “they 
come because it’s the only free, liberal educational school in 
Jerusalem. They take all we give them and then most of them 
go right back to being Jews, the ingrates.” Sister hurried 
father out for there was a lift to his shoulders, a twinkle in 
his eyes. She knew the roar of laughter would come. It did, 
but when they were outside! That was the time that sister 
wrote home, “the patricians among the Egyptian women do 
the queerest thing. They paint their nails a bright red.” 
This was in 1909.

Professor Solomon Michoels,-member of the Jewish delegation 
from the Soviet Union, in his first radio speech in this country ad- 
dressed his Jewish audience as “brothers and sisters of a people that 
Hitler is determined to convert into commercial soap”. . . He referred 
to that manifestation of Nazi thriftiness which has made Hitler’s 
boys use the bodies of murdered Jews as raw material in the manu- 
facture of soap. .. And don’t let anybody tell you that Soviet Jews 
aren’t sentimental. . .. One of the first things Michoels and his col- 
league, Major Feffer, did in this country was to make a pilgrimage 
to a Brooklyn cemetery. There the official delegates from the Soviet 
Union deposited a wreath and dropped a few tears on the grave of 
Sholem Aleichem. . . Jews now make up the third-largest national 
group in the Soviet Union. Ahead of them are only the Great Rus- 
sians, with 100,000,000, and about 30,000,000 Ukrainians. Their num- 
ber is estimated at 5,600,000. . . Most popular Jewish hero in the 
Soviet Union is the late Major Caesar Kunikov, who was a com- 
mander of Soviet paratroopers. Russions newspapers still carry ex- 
citing stories concerning Kunikov’s two hundred parachutists. 


Kunikov fell during the battle behind the Nazi lines.
